But whereas we are 
pretty sure, ninety-nine times out ofa hun- 
dred, that the acrobat will not come to grief 
we are equally sure that Russia must have 
a grievous fall. And there is no net to 
break its force. Unless appearances are totally 
deceptive, Kuropatkin and his army are in 
the most awkward position, and in fact one 
of this morning’s telegrams goes so far as to 
declare that “the escape of the Russian © 
main force seems impossible.” | 


If the “formidable force of Japanese,” which, 
it is feared, “is en route’ forTieling,” attains 
its goal before the complete evacuation or 
Mukden, the position of General Kuropatkin 
must be perilous in the extreme, and the 
heavy fighting to the north west of Mukden 
shows that the Russian retreat is in danger of 
heing cut off. A telegram states that “a crisis is 
expected on Mondayor Tuesday,” but whether 
this refers to the entire Russian Army we can- 
not say. At any rate everything tends to show 
that the Russian defeat will in a few hours 
become a disastrous rout, and it is not likely 
any attempt will be made to hold Mukden, all 
efforts being concentrated on a desperate stand 
at Tieling. The prospect does notseem a happy 
one for the Russians. Once disastrodsly on the 
run, there is no reason to suppose that they 
would do better at Tieling than elsewhere, and 
we have yet to learn the exact whereabouts, 
streigth, and movements of the mysterious 
force which has already got behind the Russian 


*| retreat, and may be astride the raifway be- 


; tween Mukden and ‘Tieling. In the autumn it 
was Sedan that was on our lips and in our 
‘ minds. To-day it is Moscow. Even supposing 
that all was well in the camp, Kuropatkin’s

Although 
the censor is still at work, aud we have had 


Moder | mere scraps of news since Vladimir's day in 
Moder | Petersburg, the most pessimistic of our fore- 


casts are in the way of realisation. Short of 
a declared revolution things could hardly be 
worse. Anarchy is rampant. Railway com- 
munication has ceased on most lines. The 
Government are at their wit’s end, and can 
only advise local authorities to ‘do the best 
they can.” ‘I'roops cannot be spared even to 
quell disturbances in the provinces. Much 
less could they be spared to reinforce 
Kuropatkin, even if they were in a mind 
for Manchurian fighting, and even if there 
was any possibility—which there is not — of 
conveying them to the front. ‘I'he result for 
Russia itselfand the Russian Government is , 
uncertain, Outof the welter of chaos some 
new order and system may emerge in time, 
though imagination boggles, at the probable 
history of the intervening period. ‘The result 
for Kuropatkin and his army is sure. Starved 
of supplies, of men, of food, and ammunition, 
he finds himself isolated, cut off from his 
distant base, thrown on such resources as the 
country affurds, and compelled to give battle’ 
with dispirited troops and quarrelsome officers 
to an enemy superior in numbers, equipment, 
valour, and skill, It is not by the result of 
this battle or this campaign that his military 
genius can ever be truly judged. 
Whether by the T'sar’s ownact or that of his 
people we may surely expect Russia to make 
peace before long. ‘I'here will be no other course 
open toher, Even were ourfriend yjdestyensky 
to sweep ‘l'ogo from the sea—ifthe use and 
reason of a naval victory would be almost des- 
troyed by the failure of the land campaign. 
And the “if” is a singularly big one. Having 
committed all the follies — not forgetting the 
Dogger fight—that lunacy could cram into one 
year of crowded life, the Russian Government 
will be forced to conclude such a peace as Ja- 
pan may allow them.

attached to a gilt staff, its fly ending in 
three long points having tassels of green silk 
between them. Whether the points were co- 
joured with gold to resemble tongues, or flames 
of tire, or were only of wavy form to give the 
same effect, is uncertain. Du Cange. held:the 
latter view. But the almost contemporary 
description by Guillaume le Breton, historical 
poet and chaplain to Philip Augustus from 
1200 A.D. to 1227 a.D., in the eleventh book 
of his “Philippicus,” seems to point to the 
foriner.

When the late Canon Davis speaks of this 
flag as the “Royal Standard,” at p. 25 of his 
“Invasion of Egypt,” he should rather say, 
the “War Standard of the Church,” as the 
royal colours—blue powdered with ‘fleur de 
lys’—and the national colours—a white cross 
on a blue™ground—were both contempora- 
neously in use on the battlefield. The holder 
of the sacred office of ‘Bearer of the Oriflam- 
me,” which latter was credited with the power 
of blinding the heretical enemy who looked 
upon it, and indicated that no quarter would 
be given or expected, was put through an 
elaborate religious ceremonial at St. Denis, 
and received a final blessing before being 
entrusted with his precious charge, which led
